REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


Many of the duties devolving upon school boards are of a 
routine nature; others are of a character where, if the best re- 
sults are sought, sound judgement must be exercised, clear 
perception manifested, and a proper understanding of condi- 
tions entertained; as each board interprets and executes, so 
progresses the school work. Mistakes will be made; as suc- 
cessive boards note these and strive to correct them, the 
standard of educatien will be elevated. No backward steps 
should be taken. No board fulfils its obligations unless it en- 
deavors to improve upon the work of the past. Every ex- 
member of school boards should feel that once a member al- 
Ways a member, and give interested attention to school 
affairs. 

It was our purpose to secure teachers whom we would wish 
to retain throughout the year; in this we were successful, 
though for personal reasons two left us at the close of the fall 
term; their places were well filled, however, and we are 
pleased to be able to report an excellent school year marked 
by faithful, studious work on the part of pupils, and thor- 
ough, painstaking instruction by teachers. 

Attendance has been good, absence and tardiness have 
materially decreased. ‘To show you what interest in school 
attendance means, note the record of the Wright children, 
living one and one half miles from school; for 30 weeks Min- 
nie has hadi absence, 3 tardinesses; Carrie, no absence 
except for sickness, 2 tardinesses; Charlie, 7 days absence; 
Georgie, less than 5 years of age. 3 days absence in 21 weeks 
attendance. If all our children showed such “‘grit” in getting 
to school what a roll we could furnish. 

In the matter of school attendance it is a fact attested by 
school boards, that in most instances the parents of those 
pupils whose attendance is most irregular are the ones who 
express the greatest dissatisfaction with school management. 

It is also to be noted that many parents are unable to rid 
themselves of the idea that our public schools are ze/ reform- 
atories sustained for the correction of their children. Come 
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parents, we have them, are so forgetful or ignorant of what 
constitutes right, that they even sustain their children in 
their opposition to the teacher’s authority. 

The pupil who by misbehavior takes the attention of school 
and teacher thereby roés himself and the school of so much 
valuable time, beside having placed himself in defiance of 
law and order. ‘The time is approaching when right conduct 
will be as much an element de!ermining a pupil’s stay in our 
public schools as it now is in our higher institutions of learn- 
ing. The well being of the majority must not be injured by 
the obstinacy of the few. It is a duty of school boards to see 
that these unruly ones are placed upon their honor in the 
matter, the parent made responsible for their conduct, or 
they should be deprived of school privileges. 

There have been 5 schools averaging 31 weeks; the Spring 
term in No. 4 is included in this report though it virtually be- 
Jonged to last year. As we arranged the terms beginning 
near the middle of April and closing about January 15th, we 
avoided the inclement weather, usually our portion. Owing 
to circumstances beyond control, the terms in Noss asanmus 
were somewhat disarranged; each of the schvols, however, 
had the full 30 weeks. 

It was the unanimous opinion of the board that the “inter- 
ests of education” would be best subserved by discontinuing 
schools in Nos.1 and 6, conveying the pupils there to No. 4. 

We were requested to do this in No.6 by the parents of 
two thirds of the scholars. It may not be amiss to give the 
section of Statutes bearing upon this subject. Chapter g2, 
Section 1. ‘The school board of every district shall provide 
schools at such places within the district and at such times in 
each year as will best subserve the interests of education 
and will give to all scholars of the district as nearly equal ad- 
vantages as practicable. They may use a portion of the 
school money not exceeding twenty-five per cent., for the 
purpose of conveying scholars to and from the schools.” To 
interpret this is the duty of the school board. The greatest 
good of all our scholars, the special gcod of those immediate- 
ly interested was the sole purpose that prompted our action. 
We have no apology to offer, but that all may know the situ- 
ation we will say, in No. 1 the enrollment showed eight pupils 
of school age; in the summer we ascertained by personal in- 
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quiry that three at least of these would not attend, nor would 
two others not of school age; for fall and winter terms we 
were furnished a physician’s certificate declaring that two of 
the pupils were not able to attend school. Personal state- 
ments from parents barred two others; another would not at- 
tend, so that only three could be reckoned upon; if two, not 
of school age attended we would have five pupils for a scnool 
throughout the year. Would a school be profitable under 
these conditions? We thought not, especially when for less ex- 
pense than was incurred last year in sustaining a school here, 
we could convey the scholars to No. 4, and at the same time 
give them the advantages to be derived from the superior in- 
struction there furnished, and dispose, in this case, of the 
complaint that inexperienced teachers are always sent to out- 
side districts. Upon the matter of expense let us throw a lit- 
tle light, since misunderstanding has prompted some very er- 
roneus conclusions. 

You must bear in mind that scholars in No. 8, numbering 
this year three, must be furnished schooling somewhere, pref- 


erably at No. 4.

This year we have paid for conveying scholars from Nos. 1 
and 8 to No. 4, $126 60, a saving of $40 o2. In No. 6 the 
expense of the school last year for 24 weeks was {98 40; this 
year we have paid for bringing scholars to No. 4. $54 50,a 
saving of $43 90, making a total saving of $33 92 from last 
year by combining schools. 

To have given Nos. t and 6 thirty weeks of school in th2ir 
own houses, and conveyed the scholars from No. 8 to No. 4 
would have cost, at least, $375. It was largely through this 
arrangement that w2 were enabled to increase the length of 
our school year by 6 weeks. This must have been a benefit 
to all who have been in attendance. tiave we not then right- 
ly interpreted the statute quoted above, both in letter anil 
spirit, and fulfilled its requirements? Despite the criticism; 
so freely offered now, we believe sooner or later it wili b: 
acknowledged that the step thus taken is in the right direction 
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and in harmony with a spirit of progress that should be ap- 
parent in the conduct of our public schools. 

A hindrance to best work in the schoolroom is the lack of 
classification. To some extent we have corrected this; yet 
there is room for improvement. ‘To aid school boards and 
teachers in surmounting this difficulty has been one of the 
aims of the County School Board Asscciation. After much 
thought and careful consideration a ‘Graded Course of Study 
for Ungraded Schools” has been prepared by our best educa- 
tors. Itis recommended to the favorable consideration of 
all. It should receive at the hands of school boards its merited 
recognition, for its adoption will tend to remove, at least, one 
obstacle met with in some schools,— that of a difference of 
opinion between teacher and parent respecting a pulpil’s pro- 
ficiency. The number of pages passed over is the parent's - 
standard, when knowledge of what those pages contain is the 
teacher’s. ‘[his course ecccmpanied by -1oper examinations 
will at all times determine the pupil’s rank, and parents will 
be saved the fancied necessity of removing their children 
from school because they are ‘“‘set back” in their studies for 
their own good, parents not realizing that non-attendance 
means non-progress. 

‘The text book question is an ever present one under our 
free system. ‘This year we have completed the exchange of 
grammars and made the needed change in geographies. In 
arithmetics we made an exchange chiefly as a matter of econ- 
omy; one half the larger books in use were so worn that new 
ones must be procured only to be repeated again the coming 
year; we could procure the needed number of books by an- 
other author for one half the cost of renewing the old series, 
and did so.. Other changes are perhaps needed. 

A little matter of scholarship in the grammar school we 
think is worthy of notice here. In the written spelling work 
for the year Blanche Friend with 1627 words missed only 2. 
Maud Weeks with 2075 spelled, missed 6, missing none in the 
oral work during the last term. ‘The battle is not always to 
the strong” forin a “spelling down” the last day Minnie 
Wright was winner.

TOWN LIBRARY. 


At the time of our last report the library was being rear- 
ranged anda new catalog prepared. he new method of 
shelving the books we think has preved satisfactory. Some 
undesirable books were rejected so that the number upon the 
catalog is 955, most of them being in reasonably good condi- 
tion. We find 2300 books have been taken out. 

Inasmuch as the library was closed for about two months 
this number shows no shrinkage in books read. 172 names 
are on the list of patrons, fully one half of those who are 
privileged to use the library. The larg2st numer taken out 
by one family was 154.
